Tbe Tarifflc Difficulty. 



There can be llttlo doabt that what 
wo maybe permitted to designate &b 
the tarifflc difficulty is the greatest that 
can bo urged againflt Confederation. It 
IB not BorpriBing, therefore, that tho 
friends of union bhould look grave and 
the enomiea of union should look jubi- 
!ant over tho question which has occu- 
pied the Legislativa Council during its 
last two sittings. Both parlies would 
do well to beliovo it iropoesiblo for tho 
Pominion Governnnent either to Irnmc a 
Bpeoial tariEF for Brilieh Columbia or 
permit u«J to frame our own custcms 
tariff under Confodaration, To do so 
•would simply be to inuuguruto a policy 
■which would result in each Trovinco 
b'aving a different customH tanil; for it 
cannot bo thought that British Columbui 
would bo ponnilled to enjoy so impoi- 
taut a privilege alone. Each Provinoo 
would urge its claims ; each would 
think its own case the strqqgosl; and 
■what might be conceded to one could 
not well bo withheld from any. The 
rcsnlt would be a condition ol' IhingH 
■wholly iDCompiitiblo with union. It 
■we look at the United Slates of Amer- 
ica we shall find in the history ot that 
country the strongest circumstantial 
evidence in support of our proposition 
that tbe customs tariff raust of very ne-" 
coe>Hiiy be a Federal and n uiiirorm 
meaburo. In truth, excepting slavery 
iteelf, this question of tarifl constilulod 
tho severest test to vrhiob the Cunsti:* 
tution ot the Uoiled States was ever 
submitted. Did that ConalKution over 
yield to the cuurmouB pressure ol uuher 
Southern or Pacific Slates'/ Did Anier- 
icfiQ Btaloumen ever flinch? Never. 
All know that a uniform Federal I ritf 
meant nnion^ and that a deparlare from 
tt me'abt complicaiion arid ultimaio dis 
ruplion. Not only does tbe ConaiitU' 
lion of tho United Stales rcBcmble liiai 
of the Dominion in this respect, but 
the circumstances of that country pro 
gent a striking similarity. lu so far as 
the application, of the OBHtqins tariff is 
concerned, British Columbia will occupy 
•yery much iho position California oc- 
cupied. Now, if American staieBmun, 
When sorely tried, felt it impossible to 
yie d one jot of tbo Federal prei ' gaiive 
to deal with tho customs taiiff, why 
sl^oaid we expect that British Columbia 
cwn'b'ope to enjoy the right to frame its 
own tariff under Confederation ? Upon 
a matter of such vital iraportunco it 

to deoeiVe^he people. JJepond upon 
it, 88 a Province of the DbmlhloD Brit 
ish Columbia will have to bs content 
with tbe Domlnioa tariff in its uniform- 
ity ond integrity. That the tariff will 
be framed and altered from time to time 
with a view to its adaptation to tho 
wants and interests of Bi itisb Columbia 
in-«ommon with every other part of the 
Dominion, is simply to say that Federal 
legislation will hava in Tiew the good ot 
all parts; but to say that tho tariff 
■will be dealt with in tbe special ioterertt ul 
this Colony wonld be to aesame iDjnaiioe to 
other pans. There i« do rensoa to doiibi 
that Iho interests o( British Columbia will 
hava iheir due wriij^ht in deallni; with tl.i.- 
tarrCF; Dul to givo itiein more would be 
to ii fl ct a wrong eleowhere, and ibua violate 
the : focdamental prinoiplea of light and 
jostice apoD which nnioo mast eecureiy 
rebil TM proposition to aek CoDada to iviili- 
boldtbe applicaiioo of ita cnstums laiill uniil 
the'eBfablishmcDt of railwuy communica- 
tion appoats to US the moat leasible way o( 
meeiiiiRtha diffioulty, if, indeed, it can be 
met. With ihe opfoing o( lailwuy commu- 
nication will, in a great measure, diaaijpeur 
those excepiional oooditioDi which render a 
tariB adapted to tha other ProvinccB ncHuiled 
to our wanip. Nor ii the proposiiion uecea 
earily iocorisisieDi wi;b Federal prerogative. 
A temporary delny in the exientioD of iho 
Doniioiou cusluraa laws to Ibis Colony, and 
the surrender ol tha Fediral prero^utive to 
tp deal with ibeee Uwe, are two very dillerent 
•jf^if«'.*lle idea ii^sometbiog like tbia : ^Ne 
express our wilinzDess to coafederatioD wiib 
Canada upon certain epecifio terms; bat we, 
at the saiuo lime, poiul out the lact that, 
Owii-K to distance acd the abs.nca of laoile 
communicalion, tbe custorna liirill' ol the 
Dominion is at present uneuitcd lo our ivm[,Ib, 
and wB ask that its application may ha de- 
layed (or a little, Dbtil those conditiooa wbicb 
render it inapplicable shall have' been re- 
moved. 15ul while frankly udniittinj; 
the imporianco ol lliia eubjecl ami

At 11 o'clock oa-^ We^nosday ''liliht a great 
light suddenly illumined tbe northern horizon 
and cast a bright glare upon objects for milea 
around. Tho fire bolls sounded an alarm and 
the apparatus rolled ; but the firemen, beforo 
proceeding far, hccame convinced that the 
Hceno of cootiagration was very remote, und 
turned back. A few citizens coiitinuoJ on and 
reached the spot about midnight, whea ihcy 
aacertnined that fire had been set to iho large 
barn o( the North Dairy Farm, situated 
between Saanieh and Uedar Hill roads 
about two miles from town. The building in 
which the fire originated 'and a liable were 
entiraly coneumed. With tbo barn six tone 
of hay, a lot of straw, lUO buabols of oata and 
a thrashing nr achino wero burned. A yoke of 
oien wero saved from tbo stable by a farm- 
hand who was asleep in a building hard by 
and who wai awakened by his eugacious dog, 
which leaped through tho window and bit se- 
verely his ma>ter'8 leg lo arouse him I The 
North Dairy Farm buildings wero creeled by 
tbo Hudson I3ay Company in 1818. Tho barn 
burned was tbe largest on the island if not in 
tbo colony aud the loi). incurred was $1500. 
Tho act was clearly that ofltn incendiary, aod 
suspicion falls upou an Indffin who waa lately 
discharged from the employ of tbe Company ; 
but the suspicion is very vague. Last year we 
were called upon to chronicle eeveral incen-. 
diary fires io Victoria ciiy aud District, which, 
from attondaut circumstances, appeared to have 
been cauied by tho tame person. Haystacks, 
piles of wood, barns, dwellings and a church 
wore consumad. itownrda were offered by tbe 
Uovernment, yet la no single oaso bus the 
Fire Fiend been delected. A night or two ngo 
a haystack lu tho suburbs was burned ; an<l 
next lollows the barn and stable. In nearly 
every casa tbe property destroyed has been un- 
occupied by human beings, und tho object of 
the incendiary would appear to be one of wan- 
ton mischief. Il is a pity be caDi>0( be 
caught and punished.
